In response to the Examiner's "Request for Help" made in the Office 
action mailed Dec 13, 2007, Applicant informally submitted a simplified 
version of Fig. 2B on Mar 05, 2008 and helped the Examiner read claims 
on the drawing. Subsequently, the applicant's arguments filed on Mar 13, 
2008 are persuasive. The prior art of record does not teach these 
limitations. Therefore, claims 1, 3-9, 11-15, 17-19, 21-22 and 24-26 
indicated allowable.
